“Enclosed find $1.00 for a year's subscription to “Popular Stamps", 
read a high percentage of letters reaching us the last few months. Or, 
“Well worth a dollar a year", is another comment in many letters. Again, 
we have had others tell us personally, or by letter to make it a dollar a 
year as the odd amount of 75c is a nuisance to remit. 


Thus many will agree with us in our making of the subscription price 
of *Popular Stamps" $1.00 per year for North America and the British 
Empire; elsewhere in Postal Union $1.50 per year, the new rate to take 
effect upon appearance of this notice. 


This rate is long overdue. We started with P.S. at its then low rate 
not knowing whether its readers would arise among the schoolboy group 
or the adult following. If juniors were to be our field, we wished none to 
be denied by reason of price. Instead of majority demand coming from 
juniors, the passing months showed seniors were our chief supporters. This 
meant a publication covering more advanced subjects than would have been 
necessary for juniors.; also the maintaining of a more costly format. To do 
this the subscription price was previously advanced yet kept within the 
low price range. We did not wish to encourage the thought that we were 
going to bring out enlarged or doubloe sized copies. We were not nor do 
we anticipate such at present. Our aim has been and continues to be to 
publish *A good little magazine" rather than *a big bad one." 


That folks is our story. Nor are we raising the price now because some 
one told us to. P. S. cireulation is growing and so are costs. The increase is 
to help take care of such—not to make the publisher rich. It won't. 


We feel sure, however, that our offering is worth a dollar a year to 
any real collector interested in the field we cover. Some will drop out—that 
we expect, but bulk sales to indifferent readers through low subscription 
price or special offers is not our aim. Rather, we are striving to bring to- 
gether in one reading circle al] confirmed students and collectors of Canada 
and B.N.A. To be one of that circle, such a collector should not consider 
the dollar rate too high.—A. L. MeCREADY.

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. Ballou's Fraser River Express 
By Gerald E. Wellburn 
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Reproductions of Ballou Express covers from the Wellburn collection which are men- 
ticned in the article accompanying this illustration. 


The first mail-express operator in 
British Columbia was William T. 
(Billy) Ballou who also had been one 
of the pioneer “one-man” express 
companies in California during the 
gold rush in 1849. 

Ballou was an “erratic advent- 
urer of French descent” who was 
in the Mexican War and went to San 
Franeiso in July 1849. He made some 
quick money by buying а cargo of 
beans from a Chilean ship and  sell- 
ing at a high price to the miners at 
Sacramento. 

He then started an express service 
to the Southern California mines, 
his charges for a letter or newspaper 
being a  thimbleful of  gold-dust, 
which was then worth about $4.00. 
After some years in California, dur- 
ing which time he boasted of seeing 
his share of robberies, murders and 
hangings, he moved to Olympia, 
where with two partners he entered 
the merchandising business. There,

he claimed, his partners lost the 


stock in a game of poker. 

He made а trip to what is now 
British Columbia in the winter of 
1857-8 with Governor McMullen of 
Washington Territory and others, to 
see if there was any truth in the 
rumour of the discovery of gold оп 


the Fraser River. 
As soon as the gold-discovery was 


substantiated, Ballou went to San 
Franciso and made arrangements 
with Freeman & Co’s Express, the 


great riva] of Wells Fargo & Co. to 
represent them in the new territory, 
and in June 1858 he established the 
first mail-express to operate to the 
new mines under the name of “Bal- 
low’s Pioneer Fraser River Express.” 

Freeman’s Express established an 
office in Victoria in July 1858 and 
carried on a service with San (Fran- 
cisco. After about a year they were 
bought out by Wells Fargo & Co., 
and then Ballou co-operated with 
Wells Fargo and acted as their agent 
and forwarder in British Columbia. 

Ballou’s first Fraser River  head- 
quarters was at the Hudson's Bay 
Company’s Fort Hope, which was the 
centre of the early gold excitement, 
and which for a time was as far up 
the Fraser River as steamboats could 


navigate. 
In the winter of 1858-9 when 
steamboat service was irregular 


Ballou carried the Express to Fort 
Hope by canoe, and when he was 
unable to travel by canoe, he 
journeyed on snowshoes, complain- 
ing that the ice on the Fraser River 
was seldom good enough for skat- 
ing. He no doubt used the back of 
an occasional Indian for packing his 
express, and his offices were corn- 
ers of trading stores, miners’ cabins, 
or any other makeshift which was 
available. 

At an early date he obliged the 
government authorities by carrying 
gratuitously the Colonial mails іп 
addition to his own express letters. 
The “mails” consisted of a small 
number of letters from overseas and 
the few official letters on Colonial 
business. This act increased Ballou’s 
prestige, and he carried the official 
mails up the Canyons of the Fraser

River to

Cayoosh (now Lillooet) 
and to Fort Thompson (now Kam- 
loops), but not without considerable 
labour and difficulty. 


Although he charged fifty cents 
each for letters from Victoria to 
Fort Hope or Yale, and up to two 
dollars for letters beyond those 
lower Fraser River points, few let- 
ters were sent by the “mails”, the 
greater part of incoming American 
letters, and Victoria correspondence 
to the mines went “express”. 

For nearly three years Ballou was 
the principal express operator in 
British Columbia, and with the Car- 
iboo gold rush of 1861-2 he started 
“Ballou’s Cariboo Express", operat- 
ing to the Cariboo by way of the 
Douglas-Lillooet portage route. 

In December 1860 Ballou applied 
for payment for carrying the 
government mails, but the Colonial 
authorities considered that the con- 
cession allowing him to carry most 
of the letters as “express” at charg- 
es fixed by himself, and subject only 
to a government postal tax of 2!5d. 
a letter, was sufficient reward, and 
that the small government mails 
should be carried free of charge. 

In December 1861 he again 
manded payment for the 
mails, and when payment was not 
fortheoming, he refused to carry 
them any longer. But Ballou's main 
competitor, Francis J. Barnard, was 
now forging ahead, and  Barnard's 
Express temporarily took over the 
mail service without payment. 

In May 1862 the government auth- 
orities, realizing the importance of 
the Cariboo gold rush, called for 
tenders for the conveyance of mails 
to the interior of British Columbia. 
Ballou’s tender was rejected and the 
contract awarded to F. J. Barnard. 
Soon after, Ballou withdrew from 
the express business and sold out to 
Dietz and Nelson, who carried on as 
“Dietz and  Nelson's Victoria and 
British Columbia Express.” 

Ballou then took charge of some. 
small road contracts on the Douglas- 
portage road to the Cariboo. In 1863 
he went to the upper country and in 
August applied to the Governor for 
permission to establish a sawmill at 


_ de- 
official 
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Quesnelle, and to bring in $12,000 
worth of machinery  free-of-duty. 
Once again his terms :' were not 


agreed to, and so he left British Col- 
umbia and went to the mines of 
Idaho. 

However he was not forgotten in 
British Columbia, as witness an item 
in the Cariboo Sentinel, Aug. 2, 
1866: 


“BILLY BALLOU-—We observe 
by the San Francisco papers that 
the old Fraser River express- 
man, Billy Ballou, has taken un- 
to himself а wife, and is determ- 
ined to settle down in the pur- 
sult of matrimony. We hope that 
his new enterprise will turn out 
a happy and prosperous one." 


It would be nice to close this story 
with a reference to an  achivement 
of Ballou's being crowned with suc- 
cess, but unfortunately such is not 
possible. It is reported that he final- 
ly moved to Seattle, and after years 
of poverty and obscurity, passed 
away, unknown, unhonoured and un- 
mourned. 


Ballou used an oval handstamp 
“Ballou’s Fraser River Express." He 
also had two types of printed envel- 
opes for his ‘Fraser River Express 
and one printed envelope for his 
Cariboo Express. The printed en- 
velopes were in buff and white, and 
were usually  *franked" with the 
Vietoria or New Westminster Post 
Office handstamps to denote  pay- 
ment of the Colonial postal tax. 

АП Ballou items are rare.

Writing this before Christmas, 


for your inspection after, ] suppose 


I can truthfully say—“It looks like 
a Merry Christmas— wasn’t it". 
1946 will be the first “Peace Year’ 
since 1938, which latter was a very 
uncertain one at best. So—in the 
words of Tiny Tim, “God Bless us 
every опе”, 

New Canadian stamps appear to 
be in the offing. My guess is that it 
wil be a *Natura] Resources" issue. 
And if some reference to Great Bear 
Lake does appear on one of the 
stamps I wil be very pleased. You 
may have noted that a recent issue 
of “Liberty” carried a feature story 
about some of the background of 
atomic energy as it relates to Can- 
ada. Dr. J. MacIntosh Bell made the 
original observations that sub- 
sequently led to the great discovery 
at Great Bear Lake. I knew him 
very well I also knew his mother 
and it was at her knee as a very 
small boy that I first learned about 
collecting stamps. She had a collect- 
ion built around specimens sent home 
by her famous son who had travelled 
to all eorners of the world as a min- 
ing engineer. She was a firm believ- 
er in the “stuck down" method of 
mounting. Hinges to her were just 
works of The Devil and nothing more 
than an inducement to the unerupul- 
ous to help themselves to your best 
Specimens. 

One of those  Printer's Gremlins 
got into my last month's copy. With 
the result that I said that there were 
seven numbers to the first volume of 
*Popular Stamps" and then listed 
only six. The missing number is 
*May" of 1938. And I might add that 
for а Christmas present there arriv- 
ed in this very morning's mail the 
missing numbers of Volume No. 1 to 
make my “Popular Stamps" com- 
plete. Thanks to you, E. C. Werner 

Mention of the “Grimsby  Postot- 
fice" is last month's issue leads me 
to some scattered and additional re- 
marks on the history of the Grimsby 
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P.O.. before 1818. The early history 
of the Toronto (York) office has al- 
ready appeared in “Popular Stamps". 
William Allan may or may not have 
been the first Departmental  Post- 
master. I am inclined to the negative. 
When examined before the bar of 
parliament in 1820 as to his admin- 
istration of the York office he was 
asked if he had been furnished with 
any schedule of rates to be charged 
on letters. He said he had received 
none but had found one IN THE OIF- 
FICE WHEN HE TOOK OVER. At 
that time, which would be 1805, ac- 
cording to his own statement, there 
were not more than two or three 
postoffices in the Province. This 
would lead one to think that there 
would be no lapse in the postal ser- 
vice at York as suggested by  B.K. 
Denton (Popular Stamps, Apri}, 
1945). 

After fifteen years in office, post- 
a] rates were pretty much a rule cf 
thumb to Allan. He would not under- 


take (in his examination before 
Parliament) to identify the legal 
postal rate from his own office 


(York) to any place but Kingston. 
As a matter of fact Smith in his 


“History of the Canadian Postoffice” 


points out that the York office had 
been charging excessive rates to all 
offices. 

The Postoffice at Grimsby, Dun- 
das, Queenston and Chippawa were 
all opened before the war of 1812. 
The offices at Vittoria, Deleware, 
Port Talbot, Amherstburg and St. 
Catherines between 1814 and 1820. 
The office at Grimsby was actually 
established by William Allan, the 
Postmaster of the York office. He 
was also probably responsible for the 


ones at Dundas and Vittoria. This 
procedure resembles the history of 
the early “Way Office’, each of 


which was subject to some major 
postal centre. Allan had no authority 
to established rates from these of- 
fices but no doubt did. The rule for 
the establishment of a new office in 
those days was simply that it must 
pay its own way. That was in the 
“Family Compact” period. There was 
a Nelles in the Parliament of 1820 
so maybe Mr. H. Nelles (Grimsby 
Postmaster) was the same person.

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1831 LOWER CANADA POST 
OFFICES 


By Frank W. Campbell 


The Legislative Assembly of Lower 
Canada had a special report made on 
the post office data to December, 
1831—a two page affair; viz. 

103 offices in the province, with 
four discontinued and four ne wof- 
fices that were sub-offices of Baie 
de Chaleurs established that year. 
The new ones were New Richmond, 
New Carlisle, Bonaventure, and Pas- 
pebiac. As I understand it, small of- 
fices were grouped under some near- 
by larger office called a “Forward- 
ing" office, and al] mail was sent 
there to be correctly rated and billed 
to its final point. 

Hull was closed that year because 
it was so close to By-Town, connect- 
ed by a wodden bridge, that “Two 
offices could not with propriety be 
maintained so close to each other.” 
Hull had a townstamp in 1829, which 
I have seen in that date. A letter to 
Quebec, dated two months after the 
“closing” had а На manuscript 
mark only, indicating the office was 
soon re-opened—probably a grand 
cry was made by Hull] inhabitants. 

Contrecour office was closed  be- 
cause income was so trifling. Bolton 
and Eaton were closed for part of 
year because of misconduct of the 
postmasters. 

Considerable space was devoted to 
the problem of free passage for 
newspapers that favored the govern- 
ment in power—oppoOsition papers 
were “soaked” full postage. This was 
legal, as the postmaster geenra] had 
full authority to do as he wished. 

The majority of offiecs were south 
of the St. Lawrence, nearer Montreal 
as a group. Postoffice headquarters 
was at Quebec. 


Dealing By Mail 

A stamp collector remarked to us 
recently that he never got anywhere 
dealing over the counter, as both he 
and the dealer seemed to arrive at 
loose ends, yet a mail order to the 
same dealer met with dispatch. Per- 
haps that’s why so much stamp deal- 
ing is done by mail. The customer 
takes time to make out. a clear-cut 


order, and the dealer or his help fill 
it free from the haste or distracting 
amenities that enter into the meeting 
and serving of customers.
